Derby brawl

Two years after a massive 
brawl broke out in Epsom 
Downs, 27 people have been 
sentenced. 

The attack began shortly 
after the 2016 Derby when a 
group of teenage boys and 
men were seen throwing bot¬ 
tles within the crowd. 

During the fight, a police 
officer was struck in the face 
and was taken to hospital 
with a missing tooth and se¬ 
rious cuts to his mouth, while 
several members of the pub¬ 
lic were also injured. 

Officers made 11 arrests on 
the day for offences includ¬ 
ing Grievous Bodily Harm, 
robbery and Actual Bodily 
Harm. 

Following the brawl, which 
occurred outside the ticketed 
areas, police launched an in¬ 
vestigation which resulted, 
in 28 teenage boys and men 
being arrested, with 27 of 
them going on to be charged. 

All offenders have now 



been convicted for their ac¬ 
tions - with all but two plead¬ 
ing guilty to the charges. 

Detective Inspector Errol 
Chetty said: “This incident 
and the actions of those 
involved were completely 
unacceptable and we were 
determined to bring those re¬ 
sponsible to justice. 

“Behaviour like this will 
not be tolerated at this event 
or in our communities and 
we’re pleased that our ex¬ 
tensive investigation has 
resulted in so many positive 
outcomes in court. 

“At events such as this we 
want people to have fun and 
enjoy themselves, but expect 
them to act appropriately. 
Causing public disorder and 
injuries to both members of 
the public and officers doing 
their job is completely unac¬ 
ceptable. 

“I would like to thank the 
public who came forward 


and helped us identify those 
responsible when we asked 
for their support. I would also 
like to commend the tenac¬ 
ity of the officers involved in 
this complicated investiga¬ 
tion.”

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Storage units are 
destroyed in blaze

Storage units will have to be 
demolished in the aftermath 
of Monday’s fire in Epsom 
Business Park. 

At about 4pm on Monday, 
fire crews from Surrey, Sus¬ 
sex and London were all 
called to Kiln Lane to the ma¬ 
jor incident. 

In total, Surrey Fire and 
Rescue sent 14 trucks to the 
industrial area. 

Videos and photos from the 
scene showed black smoke 
rising high in the air, with 
people saying it could be seen 
all the way in Sutton. 

Although the brigade 
said the fire was under con¬ 
trol at 7pm, around three 


hours after it first started, 
crews were on the site for a 
“considerable” amount of 
time. 

When Surrey Fire were 
contacted days later, it con¬ 
firmed that due tot eh dam¬ 
age caused by the fire, two of 
the storage units in the area 
will have to be “totally demol¬ 
ished.” 

A spokesman also said the 
cause of the fire was being 
investigated, although it was 
too early to comment at this 
stage. 

That same day, at nearly 
the exact same time, fire 
crews were called to a large 
blaze miles away in Lower 
Morden. 

In this instance the fire 
broke out at a site between 
the Garth Road Waste Recy¬ 
cling Centre and Merton & 
Sutton Joint Cemetery.

Taking lead to create special bond 


A Banstead woman is making it her goal 
to help owners and their dogs get better 
acquainted. 

Chantal Karyta, of CK9 Dog Training, 
believes that by teaching dogs and 
youngsters how to communicate better 
with each other; children and their 
canine family members can make firm 
friendships and support each other 
through life’s trials and tribulations. 
“Our school curriculums are not just 
academic learning, they’re also about 
children learning to communicate and 
get on well with each other using words 
and body language,” she said.

The plan to rescue Epsom’s 
Horton Chapel and turn it 
into an arts hub has received 
a massive boost. 

Earlier this year the coun¬ 
cil signed off on plans to 
fill the empty building of 
20 years with performance 
space, a cafe and space to hire 
by local groups for rehearsals 
and teaching space. 

Now a £1.44 million Na¬ 
tional Lottery grant has been 
awarded to charity Horton 
Chapel Arts and Heritage So¬ 
ciety, which means the trans¬ 
formation can now begin. 

Ian Reeves, the charity’s 
chairman, said: “This is a 
massive moment for us be¬ 
cause without this funding 
the project could not have 
gone ahead. 

“To everyone who has 
ever bought a National Lot¬ 
tery ticket, thank you - your 
money will have an uplifting 
effect on the whole area. 

“We’ve had fantastic sup¬ 
port from the council, our 


funders, a host of volunteers 
and our professional suppli¬ 
ers. There is a lot of work 
still to do, but we can’t wait to 
get started.” 

The grant will help pay for 
the structural work, includ¬ 
ing a new slate roof and the 
refurbishment works. 

Epsom Council, which has 
owned the building since 
2004, has also committed to 
release up to £1.45 million in 
ring-fenced funding towards 
the project. 

These funds will now be 
unlocked following the award 
from the HLF, and ownership 
of the building transferred to 


the charity 

Councillor Barry Nash 
said: “This is a huge step for¬ 
ward in creating a cultural 
hub within Epsom and Ewell 
and we congratulate the team 
involved for their efforts and 
dedicated hard work in mak¬ 
ing the scheme a reality 

“We wish the team all the 
very best with their plans.” 

The building, which has 
been unused since the early 
1990s, will be open to all with 
a year-round programme 
that will include creative 
learning, music, theatre and 
dance performance, and ex¬ 
hibitions.

It is all smiles at an Epsom 
school after it became the first 
in the UK to be awarded a “gold 
standard” for the way it tackles 
mental health and wellbeing. 

When you walk into Epsom 
and Ewell High School, it isn’t 
just maths and history that you 
will be learning. 

Pilates classes, mindfulness 
sessions and peer friendship 
groups are all part of the curric¬ 
ulum as it tries to boost the well¬ 
being of not only the students, 
but staff as well. 

Because of this, the school 
has achieved the highest 
standard when applying for 
the Carnegie Centre of Excel¬ 
lence Mental Health Award for 
Schools, something headteacher 
James Newman was delighted 
about. 

“I am extremely proud that 
Epsom and Ewell High School is 
the first secondary school in the 
UK to receive the gold standard 
for the School Mental Health 
Award,” he said. 

“Staff and students have 
worked hard to break down the 
stigmas surrounding mental 
health and have created a spe¬ 
cial environment within school 
which has had a hugely positive 
impact on teaching, learning 
and wellbeing.” 

A focal point of the school’s 


mental health project is ‘the 
wave’ - a support centre that ad¬ 
dresses the emotional side of 
student life while working with 
external agencies. 

“Students, teachers and par¬ 
ents are now very aware of the 
comprehensive mental health 
provision that we offer and the 
key part it plays in our com¬ 


mitment to excellence in teach¬ 
ing and learning,” Mr Newman 
said. 

“As a result, we have seen an 
increase in the number of chil¬ 
dren speaking about their men¬ 
tal health issues and reduction 
in the stigma around it, which 
then positively impacts their 
ability to do well at school”. 


MP joins kids in helping them to 
understand the value of money 


An Epsom school is 
trying to teach its kids 
the finer points about 
saving money. 
Southfield Park 
Primary School is part 
of a ‘kickstart money’ 
project which aims to 
give kids an education 
in finance earlier, 


rather than later. 

The MP for Epsom and 
Ewell, Chris Grayling, 
joined the group of 
9-11 year olds as they 
tackled everything 
from understanding 
the value of money to 
dealing with saving. 
“This is a great 


initiative that tackles 
the root cause of some 
of the most pressing 
issues in society today,” 
he said. 

“It goes right to the 
heart of one of the big 
challenges for people 
growing up in our 
area.”

Threats to hospital are 


‘hard to comprehend’ 


I read with further dread the article penned 
by Bess Harding in the June edition of 
Ashtead and Leatherhead Local. She seemed 
to indicate that there was not a high level of 
support for keeping key services running a 
the hospital, as well as for keeping the 
hospital at all. In particular, the sale of 
backlands for housing seems inappropriate, 
and could well become the tail wagging the 
dog in terms of the slide towards closure of 
Epsom Hospital. 

I am of course aware of the pressure on 
costs for NHS; for getting value for money; 
and for concentrating key services so that 
they can be more effectively delivered. 

It remains hard to understand the 


permanent threat of withdrawal of services 
and closure, when; 

1. Mole Valley population has risen by 
6.4% to 86,000 from 2001 Census to 2011 
Census 

2. Epsom and Ewell population has risen 
by 11.9% to 75,000 from 2001 Census to 2011 
Census (the highest in the County of Surrey) 

3. Epsom continues to provide key A&E 
services to the M25 Motorway 

4. Journey time by car from Leatherhead 
M25 exit would be 9 minutes to Epsom and 32 
mins to St Helier, which could be a critical 
delay I agree that Sutton is not an easy route, 
either, should they decide on centring an 
Acute Unit there. 


The population of Sutton was around 41, 
000 in the 2011 Census, so ignoring its 
position as a London Borough, the weight of 
population is more towards Leatherhead in 
terms of weighting so that acute and A&E 
services more appropriately belong at 
Epsom. 

Please do what you can to help mobilise 
opinion via your publication so that the 
possible sale of land for housing gets a 
proper airing, and is not just quietly pushed 
through.

What’s tempted you to play the Muppets’ first ever live 
shows in the UK now? The Thames. What can I say: I’m a 
frog, I love water. But it was also a chance to come home to 
England, where we made the original Muppet Show, and give 
the audience a chance to see us live on stage. Y’know, back in 
the day, lots of folks asked if they could sit in the audience for 
The Muppet Show. But it was a small theatre, and we couldn’t 
fit everyone in. Well, now that we’re doing The Muppets Take 
The 02, you can finally be there in the audience for all the 
music, mayhem and unspeakable nonsense we can muster. 
What can fans expect from your shows at The 02? 
Boomerang fish. Singing chickens. Dancing penguins. And, of 
course, lots of great musical numbers, all-new live versions of 
sketches like Pigs In Space and Muppet Labs, plus guest 
stars and a performance from Miss Piggy that has to be seen 
to be believed. I’ve seen it and I still don’t believe it. 

Can you tell us anything about your ‘special guests’ for the 
shows? Are there any London celebs you’re looking to get 
involved or perform with - a Kermit and Stormzy double 
act or Piggy and Adele duet?

The only difficulty is that, being green, I’m often mistaken 
for turf. I hate it when the groundskeeper tries to plant me back 
in the soil. 

What’s the best thing about being in London going to be? 

We all look forward to different things. For me, it’s the weather. 
This city really has great weather....if you’re a frog. For Miss 
Piggy, visiting the Royal Family, whether they’re expecting her 
or not. For Gonzo, it’s bog-snorkelling. 

How does being in the UK differ from your home in the 
States? Because you drive on the other side of the street. 
When I cross the street, I have to remember to look the other 
way. That may not seem important to you, but when you’re a 
frog, getting across the road is a big deal. 

Our royal family is becoming more Hollywood with 
Meghan Markle joining, so perhaps a frog is the next 
logical step and you could woo one of our princesses? 
You will be performing in a royal borough after all... 
don’t know if that’s a good idea. Over the years, I’ve 
been kissed by a quite a few women who were 
disappointed that I didn’t turn into a prince. I’d 
hate to disappoint the Royal Family, too. 

Speaking of the royal borough, will you be 
spending any time in Greenwich outside of 
The 02 when you’re here? We can’t wait to 
spend time seeing Greenwich. In fact, we’re 
already planning to do that ‘Climb Over The 02” 
urban mountaineering challenge.

FILMCHOICE 



LEAVE NO TRACE (15): Adapted from Peter Rock’s 
novel My Abandonment by director Debra Granik and 
screenwriting partner Anne Rosellini, Leave No Trace 
is a restrained yet profoundly moving portrait of the 
indomitable spirit that binds backwoods communities 
in the face of poverty and bureaucratic meddling. The 
film is shot through the inquisitive eyes of a teenage 
girl (Thomasin Harcourt McKenzie), who has been 
home-schooled since birth by her fiercely protective 
father (Ben Foster) and has never been allowed to 
socially integrate with other children. This emotionally 
bruised family chooses to live beneath the swaying 
canopy of a sprawling forest in Portland, Oregon, for¬ 
aging for mushrooms and hunting rabbits in between 
practising concealment drills. Their seemingly idyllic 
existence is reminiscent of the 2016 comedy drama 
Captain Fantastic starring Viggo Mortensen but also 
harks back to Granik’s Oscar-nominated second fea¬ 
ture, Winter’s Bone, which introduced audiences to 
Jennifer Lawrence. Like that picture, Leave No Trace 
explores bonds between troubled parents and re¬ 
sourceful children living on the fringes of society, and 
the harsh sacrifices that are sometimes made in the 
name of love. 

TAG (15): The Bible suggests that when we cross the 
threshold to adulthood, we should put away childish 
things. The quintet of fortysomething men, who reu¬ 
nite every year in Jeff Tomsic’s potty-mouthed buddy 
comedy, blow a raspberry at the idea of responsible 
behaviour now they have grown up. This merry band of 
suited professionals, wastrels and dreamers stave off 
the spectre of middle-age by devoting one month every 
year - May - to the playground game of tag, travelling 
between states and donning disguises if necessary to 
touch an unsuspecting victim. The last person to be 
tagged as the bell tolls midnight on May 31 is deemed 
the loser until the following year when the hijinks be¬ 
gin again. Aside from a horribly misjudged gag about 
miscarriage, which is milked to the point that toes curl, 
Tag complements bountiful laughs with heart-warming 
sentiment. 

ADRIFT (12A): Californian actress Shailene Woodley 
anchors an extraordinary true story of survival against 


the odds in the aftermath of a category four storm, 
which tore across the Pacific in the autumn of 1983. 
Baltasar Kormakur’s picture sails into similar choppy 
waters as the 2013 one-hander All Is Lost, which pitted 
Robert Redford against the raging elements of the In¬ 
dian Ocean in a stricken boat. The Icelandic filmmaker, 
who previously scaled the dizzy heights of Everest with 
Jake Gyllenhaal, shows an equally sure footing at sea, 
nimbly choreographing action sequences that quicken 
the pulse. He reserves the pivotal set-piece for the 
second half, marshalling digital effects and directorial 
brio to propel ill-fated lovebirds into the eye of a storm 
and a towering wall of water that will surely smash their 
44-foot yacht to smithereens. We are left in no doubt 
about the devastation wrought by Mother Nature on a 
couple, who never thought they would be stranded for 
41 days and 1500 miles from salvation. 

THE BOOKSHOP (PG): In an early scene from Span¬ 
ish writer-director Isabel Coixet’s adaptation of Penelo¬ 
pe Fitzgerald’s novel, one kindly resident of the Suffolk 
coastal town of Hardborough complains that reading is 
a physical ordeal for a working man. “Books leave me 
exhausted,” despairs the seafarer. “Real life’s enough 
for me.” Alas, the big screen version of The Bookshop 
also inspires an unshakeable weariness despite com¬ 
mitted performances from Emily Mortimer and Bill 
Nighy as the only residents of the close-knit commu¬ 
nity, willing to surrender themselves to the intoxicating 
power of the written word. Shot on location in North¬ 
ern Ireland and Spain, Coixet’s well-crafted portrait of 
narrow-mindedness and petty rivalry is crammed with 
a bewildering array of accents far from the madden¬ 
ing, parochial crowd that emerges vividly on the page. 
Lethargic direction and writing permeate the perfor¬ 
mances, begging us to question why anyone of sound 
mind would choose to move to a town that stands still 
and glares icily at the changing times. 

OCEAN’S 8 (12A): Crime pays handsomely in a con¬ 
voluted and effervescent caper, which continues the 
misadventures of the larcenous Ocean family from Ste¬ 
ven Soderbergh’s trilogy. Director Gary Ross’s stylish 
picture ditches George Clooney, Brad Pitt and their 
impeccably tailored brothers in arms for an all-female 


lead cast spearheaded by Oscar winners Sandra 
Bullock and Cate Blanchett. They plot an ambitious 
jewel robbery in plain sight which subtly acknowl¬ 
edges seismic shifts in gender politics by refusing to 
hire a male accomplice and strain the bonds of sis¬ 
terly solidarity. The loosely coiled plot, co-written by 
Olivia Milch, requires similar suspensions of disbelief 
to previous chapters but there’s a loopy logic to each 
narrative twist and our enjoyment stems from watching 
the pieces of an elaborate puzzle fall into place, often 
with seconds to spare. Ross’s direction doesn’t steal 
the limelight from an engaging cast, who are clearly 
enjoying themselves and their geniality is infectious. 

IN THE FADE (18): A mother’s courage is warped 
by grief and righteous indignation in writer-director 
Fatih Akin’s award-winning drama, which marries on¬ 
screen inner turmoil with a powerful score composed 
by Queens Of The Stone Age frontman Josh Homme. 


Bookmarked into three emotionally wrought chapters 
entitled Family, Justice and The Sea, In The Fade is a 
slow-burning German-language thriller of shifting moral 
certainties, which is distinguished by a tour-de-force 
central performance from Diane Kruger. Her fearless 
portrayal of an avenging angel, who vows to dole out 
the justice denied to her loved ones by the courts, 
scorches every frame of Akin’s picture as she careens 
at high speed towards a precipice of self-destruction. 
Kruger rips out her anguished mother’s heart as she 
ricochets between guilt, rage and incomprehension, 
numbing the pain with drugs scored from her lawyer 
before she emerges from a suicidal fug to pursue her 
violent vendetta. Courtroom scenes shimmer with sus¬ 
pense but once the verdict is delivered, tension dis¬ 
sipates and Akin relies increasingly on his luminous 
leading lady to energise a pedestrian final act that tests 
both our patience and sympathy.

TOP TIPS 
FOR BUYING 
YOUR FIRST 
PROPERTY 



There are ways to make buying your first home 
easier. Here, OnTheMarket.com and the Money 
Advice Service explores some of them. 

SAVING MONEY FOR YOUR DEPOSIT: Before 
you start looking at properties you’ll need to start 
saving for a deposit. You need to try to save at least 
5% to 20% of the cost of the home you’d like. So if 
you want to buy a home costing £150,000, you’ll 
need to save at least £7,500. Saving more than 
5% will make it easier for you to apply for a wider 
range of mortgages. Once you know the amount of 
deposit you’ll need, make a plan to reach this goal. 

Be realistic about how much you can afford. Regular 
saving is more effective than relying on irregular 
one-off sums. How long it will take depends on how 
much you can afford to set aside each month. 

HELP TO BUY: Do you have at least a 5% deposit? 
The government’s Help to Buy scheme makes it 
possible to buy a new or existing home even if you’ve 
only got a small deposit. With Help to Buy there are 
two options available: equity loans and mortgage 
guarantees. Equity loans are only available if you 
are buying a newly built home. You can borrow 20% 
of the purchase price interest-free for the first five 
years as long as you have a 5% deposit. Mortgage 
guarantees are available for new and old properties 
across the UK. The government will cover part of any 
losses your lender may sustain if the mortgage is not 
repaid. There are limits on the cost of the property 
you can buy using both of these schemes, which 
differ across the UK. Read more in the Money Advice 
Service’s guide to Help to Buy. 

HELP TO BUY ISAS: The Help to Buy ISA scheme 
(which launched in December 2015) is designed to 
help first-time buyers save up for a deposit for their 
home. This scheme means the government will top 
up your savings by 25%. That means that for every 
£200 you save the government will give you £50. 

The most the government will contribute is £3,000, 
so the most you can save in a Help to Buy ISA 


is £12,000. The minimum you need to save to qualify is 
£1,600, which would give you a £400 bonus. Help to Buy 
ISAs are available to each first-time buyer, not each house. 
So if you’re buying a property with someone else, you can 
get up to £6,000 towards your deposit. 

SHARED OWNERSHIP: Shared ownership is a cross 
between renting and buying, aimed mainly at first-time 
buyers. You buy a share of a home from the landlord and 
rent the part you don’t own at a reduced rate. The landlord in 
this case is usually your local council or housing association. 
Shared ownership schemes are designed to help people 
who don’t earn enough to buy a home outright. People aged 
55 and over and people with long-term disabilities can also 
apply. You will have to take out a mortgage to pay for your 
share, which is between 25% and 75% of the home’s value. 
You then pay a reduced rent on the share you don’t own. 

You have the option later on to buy a bigger share of the 
property - up to 100% - when you can afford to. 

RIGHT TO BUY/RIGHT TO ACQUIRE: Right to Buy lets 
council tenants who qualify buy their council home at a 


reduced rate. The size of the discount varies depending on 
where you live and the type of property you want to buy. 
Tenants normally need to have rented from their local council 
or housing association for three years before they qualify. 

The three years can be non-consecutive. Right to Acquire 
is a scheme offered in England and Wales for housing 
association tenants who don’t qualify for Right to Buy. The 
discounts are slightly smaller. The Money Advice Service has 
more information on ‘Right to Buy’ and ‘Right to Acquire’. 
GUARANTOR MORTGAGE: If you’re lucky enough to 
have parents, relatives or friends who can help, you may be 
able to get a guarantor mortgage. This means that they’re 
responsible for covering your mortgage repayments if you’re 
unable to meet them. These kind of mortgages come with 
risks, though. The guarantor is liable for the loan if you 
default and start missing payments. This could affect both of 
your credit scores. This is one area where it helps to talk to a 
professional. A mortgage broker will be able to tell you which 
lenders offer guarantor mortgages and the implications of 
becoming a guarantor. 


BUYING WITH FRIENDS OR FAMILY MEMBERS: Buying 
with a friend of family member is becoming more popular 
as UK house prices continue to soar. The benefits of doing 
this include sharing the deposit, mortgage repayments 
and maintenance costs. You can also consider a larger 
mortgage than you would otherwise be able to. Sharing 
ownership does come with potential risks, though. There 
could be financial complications if one party pays more of 
the deposit than the other. There is also the possibility of 
disputes further down the road. Both parties need to think 
hard about the pros and cons before entering into this 
arrangement. But if care is taken to ensure that all parties 
are happy and agreements are watertight, you’ll have an 
investment that increases in value.

SEAT’S ATECA looks a strong 
proposition in the family Crossover 
segment. It’s well priced, sharply- 
styled and offers the sporty feel 
the sector seems to want. In 
fact, you wonder why it took the 
Spanish brand so long to bring us 
a car like this. 

Under skin, the Ateca sits 
on the same MQB platform 
as its more conventional Leon 
stablemate and uses most of 
the same mechanicals found in 
Volkswagen’s very similar Tiguan 
model. 

Inside, it’s also very similar to 
the Leon - which is no bad thing. 
The fit and finish is of high quality, 
though the plastics get scratchier 
the farther down you go. 

In the front, there’s decent room 
for two adults on supportive seats. 
It’s the same in the back, though 
it’s disappointing to find that the 
rear seats don’t slide or recline like 
they do in the Volkswagen Tiguan. 
The boot’s a bit smaller than that 
pricier Volkswagen rival model too, 
though will easily swallow a couple 
of big cases and a pushchair 

You access it via a tailgate 
offering the option of power 
operation: it’s one of those you 
can activate by waving your foot 
beneath the bumper. 

Standard equipment across the 


range includes air conditioning, 
a ‘Media System Touch’ five-inch 
touchscreen with USB and SD 
connectivity, a leather steering 
wheel and gearknob, plus split¬ 
folding rear seats with reclining 
function. On the outside, there are 
16-inch ‘Design’ alloy wheels and 
LED daytime running lights. 

The mid-range ‘SE’ version 
features upgraded infotainment 
and an eight-speaker stereo 
and larger 17-inch wheels. And 
‘XCELLENCE’ models include a 
Connectivity Hub with a wireless 
‘phone charger, plus the ‘SEAT 
Drive Profile’ system that allows 
you to tweak steering feel, throttle 


response and gearchange timings 
to suit the way you want to drive. 

The extensive array of 
technology options extends 
from full-LED headlights to a 
broad portfolio of assistance 
systems, like an innovative 
Traffic Jam Assist set-up and an 
Emergency Assist feature, to 
a package of latest-generation 
infotainment systems with eight- 
inch touchscreens and Full Link 
connectivity. 

The infotainment screen 
functions with MirrorLinkand 
Apple CarPlay connectivity and 
the system will also read out 
new text, Twitter and Facebook 


messages and let you dictate a 
reply. It’s even got the capability 
to let you set up your own screen 
gestures to shortcut to your most 
popular commands. 

Typical Ateca owners will go 
for the economical diesel models 
but even the petrol variants should 
be relatively frugal thanks to 
advanced TSI technology. 

The 1.0 TSI Ecomotive variant 
puts out a very reasonable 123g/ 
km of C02, while the 1.4-litre 
EcoTSI powerplant delivers a 
125g/km C02 reading. 

Switch to diesel and the 
1.6 TDI Ecomotive derivative 
manages 112g/km. Expect the 


volume 2.0 TDI diesel 150PS 
model to deliver nearly 60mpg 
on the combined cycle and a 
CO2 return of 114g/km in 2WD 
manual form. There’s no real 
penalty for choosing the super¬ 
smooth DSG automatic gearbox 
either. Go for the 190PS2.0TDI 
version that has auto and ‘4Drive” 
as standard and you’re looking at 
131 g/km and a fuel return very 
little affected. 

What else? Well there’s SEAT’S 
usual three year/60,000 mile 
warranty. That’s unexceptional 
when rivals like Toyota and 
Hyundai offer five years of cover 
as standard and Kia offers up to 


seven years. 

However, the SEAT deal is 
extendable, so you might be 
able to negotiate on that. And it 
includes two years of Europe-wide 
roadside assistance. 

SEAT’S first effort in this 
segment looks to have been worth 
waiting for. The Ateca isn’t quite 
the size of a Tguan - but then it’s 
much more affordable. And there’s 
a dash of spirit and character here 
that we think potential customers 
will like. 

In summary, if you were just 
about to buy a Nissan Qashqai 
or something similar, an Ateca is 
certainly worth a look.

Robins duo 
in demand 

Success brings reward but also 
increased interest as Bostik South 
champions Carshalton Athletic are 
currently discovering, writes 
James Barrett-Sterling.

“I was made to feel instantly wel¬ 
come by everyone at Carshalton and 
both Peter and Keith (Boanas, coach) 
have helped me improve my game so 
much,” he added. 

‘And the fans were superb, a real 
twelve man that helped us over the 
line. I will genuinely miss being 
here.” 

Defender Cheadle meanwhile is 
currently enjoying a weeks trial with 
Dagenham and Redbridge that he 
claims came “completely out of the 
blue”. 

“I wasn’t pursuing anything but 
apparently one of their scouts had 
watched me a few times last season 
and I assume (manager) Peter Taylor 
told them to get me in,” Cheadle said. 

“They’d also watched footage of me 
via Robins TV which is something 
I think is a credit to Carshalton for 
providing.” 

The 28 year-old left back chipped 
in with seven goals and nine assists, 
including several stunning free kicks, 
as Carshalton secured promotion. 

“Last season was probably my 
consistent and certainly the most 
enjoyable of my career to date. This 
trial is recognition of that and I’ll aim 
to give it my best,” he added. 

Carshalton Athletic have also now 
announced their pre-season friendly 
fixtures for July including visits from 
Charlton Athletic, AFC Wimbledon 
and local rivals Tooting and Mitcham.
